Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health, 
vital  statistics  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the 
year  1963. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  was  higher  than  last  year,  but  this 
is  probably  not  significant.  As  can  be  seen  from  the  Table,  the 
majority  of  Infant  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity  and  congenital 
malformation. 

The  Borough  remained  free  of  Poliomyelitis.  Unfortunately 
there  were  two  deaths  due  to  Tuberculosis,  after  a period  of  three 
years  with  no  death  due  to  this  cause.  The  complete  eradication  of 
Tuberculosis  will  clearly  be  a long  and  difficult  task. 

Two  cases  of  Dysentery  were  reported,  but  none  of  food 
poisoning  or  of  the  typhoid-paratyphoid  group.  Some  outbreaks  of 
Typhoid  Fever  did  occur  in  other  parts  of  England  and  I must 
emphasise  that  the  strictest  attention  must  be  paid  to  food  hygiene 
and  to  personal  cleanliness  if  these  intestinal  infections  are  to  be 
prevented. 

Lung  Cancer  continued  to  take  its  toll,  though  the  number  of 
deaths  ascribed  to  this  cause  was  fewer  than  in  some  previous  years. 
This  was  offset  by  an  unusually  large  number  of  deaths  due  to  Bron- 
chitis, a disease  which  is  certainly  aggravated,  and  probably  largely 
caused,  by  smoking.  It  is  remarkable  that  both  the  Government  and 
the  national  press  worked  themselves  into  a state  of  great  excitement 
over  “purple  hearts”  — yet  both  appear  to  be  quite  indifferent  to  the 
menace  of  a far  more  dangerous  drug  of  addiction  — tobacco. 

The  aged  man  removed  to  an  Institution  in  August,  1962  under 
the  compulsory  powers  provided  by  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948,  continued  to  be  detained  until  his  death 
in  July,  1963. 

The  following  paragraphs  are  included  by  direction  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

Water  Supply  : (Provided  by  Kesteven  Water  Board) 

This  is  adequate  in  quantity  and  satisfactory  in  quality.  Twenty- 
one  samples  were  taken  from  the  Town  mains  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory  on  bacteriological  examination.  The  raw  water  is 
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sampled  by  the  Water  Board’s  officials.  No  chemical  analysis  was 
made  during  1963.  An  estimate  of  fluoride  content  carried  out  for 
the  Water  Board  gave  a figure  of  0.05  part  per  million.  No  evidence 
of  plumbo-solvent  action  is  known.  No  action  was  required  in 
respect  of  contamination.  All  houses  in  the  Borough  are  supplied 
with  water  direct  from  mains,  except  for  a very  few  which  are 
supplied  from  shallow  wells. 

Public  Swimming  Baths  : 

There  are  two  open-air  Public  Swimming  Baths  in  the  Borough, 
in  Dysart  Park  and  Wyndham  Park  (these  are  open  only  in  the 
summer).  Both  are  filled  with  water  taken  from  the  River  Witham. 
The  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated,  and  is  pumped  through 
continuously.  Eight  bacteriological  samples  were  taken,  four  from 
each  bath,  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

Sewerage  : 

The  Sewage  from  the  Borough  is  disposed  of  at  the  Borough 
Sewage  Farm,  Marston,  about  five  miles  away,  the  effluent  passing 
into  the  River  Witham.  The  system  is  adequate  in  that  it  provides 
sewage  disposal  by  water  carriage  for  almost  the  whole  town. 

Common  Lodging  Houses  : There  are  none  in  the  town. 

A comprehensive  account  of  the  Department’s  work  in  the 
field  of  housing,  food  hygiene  and  other  environmental  matters, 
follows  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I have  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council,  colleagues  in  other 
departments,  and  all  in  the  Public  Health  Department,  for  their 
continued  interest,  courtesy,  and  unfailing  help  throughout  the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME 

Home  nursing  and  domiciliary  midwifery  is  carried  out  by  the 
District  Nurses.  Arrangements  are  made  through  family  doctors 
or  through  the  office  at  40,  Westgate. 

HOME  HELPS 

Help  for  cases  of  illness  and  maternity  cases  is  provided  through 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre,  40,  Westgate. 

GENERAL  HOSPITALS 

The  Grantham  General  Hospital  and  the  Hillview  Hospital, 
Dysart  Road,  cater  for  the  needs  of  the  area. 

MATERNITY  HOSPITALS 

Maternity  accommodation  is  provided  at  the  above  two 
hospitals. 
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ISOLATION  HOSPITALS 

There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  immediate  neigh- 
bourhood, accommodation  when  required  has  to  be  sought  in 
neighbouring  areas. 

TUBERCULOSIS  HOSPITALS 

Sanatorium  treatment  for  cases  requiring  it  is  arranged  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  who  are  now  responsible  for  the  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 

TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS 

(a)  PROVIDED  BY  THE  KESTEVEN  COUNTY  COUNCIL  : 
Child  Welfare  : 

The  Clinic,  40  Westgate — three  clinics  weekly,  doctor  in 
attendance  Tuesday  afternoon.  Methodist  Church  Hall,  Har- 
rowby  Lane — clinic  every  Wednesday  afternoon,  doctor  in 
attendance  thrice  a month.  The  Clinic,  Beaconfield — clinic 
every  Thursday  afternoon,  doctor  in  attendance  once  a month, 
also  Mothercraft  Clinic  every  Monday  afternoon. 

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  and  Tetanus  Immunisation  : 

At  the  Westgate  Child  Welfare  Clinic  on  Tuesday  afternoons, 
also  Beaconfield  Clinic  first  Thursday  afternoon  in  the  month. 
Free  immunisation  can  also  be  arranged  with  family  doctors. 

School  Clinics  : 

Beaconfield.  Minor  ailments  daily  9.30  a.m.  to  12  noon.  Doctor 
in  attendance  Tuesday,  9.30  a.m.  Specialist  services  by 
appointment. 

Day  Nursery  : 

The  Day  Nursery,  St.  Catherine’s  Road,  provides  for  children 
of  working  parents. 

(b)  PROVIDED  BY  THE  REGIONAL  HOSPITAL 
AUTHORITY  : 

Tuberculosis  : 

Sessions  are  held  by  the  Chest  Physician  in  the  Grantham 
Hospital  Out-Patients’  Department,  on  Monday  morning  and 
Thursday  afternoon. 

Venereal  Diseases  : 

Sessions  are  held  in  the  Out-Patients’  Department  of  the 
Grantham  Hospital  on  Wednesdays  at  10  a.m.,  and  on  Fridays 
(males  only)  from  6 p.m.  to  7 p.m. 

(c)  FAMILY  PLANNING  ASSOCIATION  : 

Beaconfield  Clinic,  second  Tuesday  of  month,  2 p.m.  to  3 p.m., 
and  fourth  Tuesday,  7 to  8 p.m. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES  : 

Bacteriological  investigations  are  amply  provided  for  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  St.  Anne’s  Road,  Lincoln.  All  necessary 
chemical  analyses  are  done  by  the  Public  Analyst,  Nottingham. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Grantham. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  upon 
the  environmental  health  services  for  the  year  1963. 

Each  year  the  duties  of  the  department  seem  to  increase,  and 
the  past  year  was  no  exception.  New  legislation  such  as  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  and  the  Meat  Inspection  Regula- 
tions were  introduced  and  will  call  for  a considerable  amount  of 
extra  work  and  I am  pleased  to  record  that  the  Council  agreed  at  the 
end  of  the  year  to  the  appointment  of  a further  additional  Inspector. 

Statistics  and  comments  given  under  the  various  headings 
indicate  the  nature  and  extent  of  work  carried  out  during  1963. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Kesteven  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  distribution  of 
water  throughout  the  Borough,  and  its  Engineer,  Mr.  I.  G.  Smith, 
has  kindly  supplied  information  that  there  was  no  shortage  of  water 
during  the  past  year  and  no  restrictions  were  imposed  on  the  use  of 
water,  also  the  method  of  treatment  remains  as  before,  viz.,  pre- 
chlorination, sedimentation,  filtration  and  final  chloramination. 

Twenty  one  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  town  mains  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Lincoln  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  and  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 


COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 

The  refuse  collection  service  operated  smoothly  throughout  the 
year,  a weekly  service  being  maintained  in  spite  of  the  constantly 
increasing  number  of  houses  to  be  serviced;  there  were  no  labour 
difficulties  and  your  employees  engaged  on  this  work  were  quite 
conscientious  in  maintaining  their  daily  schedules  of  work  irrespec- 
tive of  weather  conditions.  No  complaints  were  received  and  the  only 
criticism  one  could  make  is  the  method  employed  for  removal  of 
refuse,  viz.,  the  skep  system  which  does  of  course  give  rise  to  dust 
dissemination;  because  of  extremely  ‘long  carries’  in  Grantham  any 
alternative  method  would  be  more  costly  but  I hope  the  Council  will 
some  time  in  the  near  future,  again  give  consideration  to  the  possib- 
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ility  of  introducing  the  paper  sack  system  for  refuse  storage  and 
collection. 

All  refuse  was  again  disposed  of  at  the  Sudbrook  Tip  which  will 
meet  our  needs  for  some  time  to  come. 

Recovery  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard  was  continued  but  once 
again  sales  and  output  were  restricted  to  the  limited  quantity  which 
could  be  accepted  by  the  contractor  purchasing  this  material.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Two  hundred  and  forty-eight  visits  were  made  in  connection  with 
the  alteration  or  reconstruction  of  drainage  systems;  this  branch  of 
our  work  has  definitely  increased  now  that  more  bathrooms  and 
indoor  toilets  are  being  installed  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants. 


CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT 
ACT,  1960 

The  problem  of  dealing  with  itinerant  dwellers  became  more 
acute  during  the  past  year  than  ever  before.  Gypsies  and  scrap  metal 
merchants  created  nuisance  when  coming  into  the  town  for  short 
periods  by  defiling  and  littering  various  unmade  public  highways 
such  as  Cold  Harbour  Lane,  Kitty  Briggs  Lane  and  Sheepwash  Lane. 
Valuable  time  is  taken  up  dealing  with  this  type  of  nuisance  to  which 
there  appears  no  immediate  satisfactory  solution.  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  Circular  6/62  addressed  to  County 
Councils  was  given  consideration  at  a joint  meeting  of  local  authority 
in  this  area  in  December,  1962  and  it  was  considered  that  a caravan 
site  with  16  standings  was  desirable  and  that  it  should  be  located  if 
possible  at  Alma  Park,  but  no  further  action  had  been  taken  at  the 
end  of  the  year  under  review.  A solution  to  this  problem  should  be 
sought  as  soon  as  possible.

This  Act,  which  does  not  come  into  operation  until  1st  January, 
1964  provides  that  no  person  shall  keep  a boarding  establishment 
for  animals  except  under  the  authority  of  a licence  granted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  The  duty  of  administering 
the  Act  was  placed  upon  the  Health  Committee  and  your  Public 
Health  Inspectors  were  authorised  to  carry  out  any  inspections  of 
premises.  A list  of  suggested  conditions  for  inserting  in  Licences 
issued  under  the  Act  was  drafted  and  approved  by  the  Committee.

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960 

Complaints  dealt  with  during  the  year  of  nuisance  arising  from 
noise,  included  chimes  on  ice  cream  vans,  barking  dogs,  dance  band 
rehearsals  in  the  evening,  an  exhaust  fan  to  a fish  frying  range,  and 
the  flying  of  model  aircraft.  All  were  dealt  with  informally  but  much 
time  was  spent  outside  normal  working  hours  investigating  and 
confirming  the  complaints. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

No  further  smoke  control  areas  came  into  operation  during 
the  year,  the  date  of  operation  of  the  Harrowby  No.  2 Smoke  Control 
Order  having  been  deferred  until  1st  May,  1964  following  representa- 
tions by  the  Local  Coal  Merchants’  Association.  Earlesfield  No.  2 
Smoke  Control  Order  was  awaiting  confirmation  by  the  Minister; 
this  Order  covers  285  acres  containing  250  houses,  2 schools,  1 
factory  and  an  Army  Ordnance  Depot. 

Several  smoke  observations  were  made  of  factory  chimneys, 
and  no  action  was  found  necessary. 

Complaints  were  received  of  excessive  smoke  and  fumes  from  a 
cupola  stack  and  the  firm  was  requested  to  take  all  practicable  steps 
to  minimize  this  nuisance.

INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES 

Inspection  of  premises  selling,  storing  or  preparing  food  is  a 
constant  duty,  new  traders  and  new  employees  must  be  made  aware 
of  the  Regulations  applicable  to  them  and  a great  deal  of  time  is 
spent  in  so  doing.  In  particular  an  inspection  was  made  of  all 
licenced  premises;  in  many  instances  it  was  found  that  overspill  beer 
was  being  returned  to  the  barrel  for  resale  and  that  smoking  by 
persons  engaged  behind  the  bar  was  fairly  common.  A circular 
letter  was  sent  to  the  Brewery  Companies  and  all  licencees  drawing 
attention  to  these  unhygienic  practices  and  this  action  was  endorsed 
by  your  Health  Committee.

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MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

Regular  meat  inspection  has  always  been  carried  out  in  this 
Borough,  but  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  which  came  into 
force  on  1st  October,  1963  imposed  upon  the  local  authority  a legal 
responsibility  to  arrange  for  inspection  of  all  meat  and  offals  at  the 
local  abattoir.  Statutory  procedure  for  inspection  of  carcases  and 
offals  were  laid  down  and  all  carcases  inspected  and  passed  must  be 
stamped  in  a prescribed  manner.  The  Council  decided  to  charge  the 
butchers  for  inspection  of  carcases  at  the  maximum  rate  permitted  by 
the  Regulations.  In  order  to  comply  with  the  Regulations  it  was 
necessary  for  an  Inspector  to  be  engaged  at  the  abattoir  for  much 
longer  periods  each  day  than  hitherto,  and  the  appointment  of  an 
additional  Public  Health  Inspector  was  essential  if  other  duties  were 
not  to  be  neglected,  and  the  Council  agreed  to  increase  the  establish- 
ment of  the  department  accordingly.
